Price-Fixing 


Farmers and ranchers in the Argentine thought they were 


not getting enough for their livestock. So they organized an 
agricultural bloc and. induced the Argentine congress to fix a 
minimum price to be paid by the packing houses. 
. The law has just gone into effect and the stock raisers are 
flabbergasted by the result. The foreign packers who buy 
most of the animals for export, and against whom-the law was 
primarily directed, have simply refused to buy any more Ar- 
gentine livestock. So the cattle and sheep raisers are getting 
less than ever for their output. 
' This reaction may not be wholly natural. The packers may 
be bringing to bear a certain amount of economic pressure 
purely for business effect, because for the time being they are 
able to do it. But in the -main, the situation seems natural 
enough to anyone who looks at the economic situation with- 
out prejudice. 


There is a world market for livestock, as there is forwheat, 


and the price paid for it, generally speaking, is fixed by the 
world situation. It is not the first time that a legislative body 
has found its political laws overruled by economic law, nor 
will it be the last.

Earned Incomes 


One of the most striking features of Secretary Mdlcn's new 


taxation plan is that it distinguishes between incomes from 
wages, salaries and professional services on the one hand and 
incomes from business or investments on the other. Roughly, 
the distinction'is between "earned incomes" and "unearned in- 
comes." more accurately, it is between the income earned im- 
mediately and directly by the taxpayer himself and that earned 
by him distantly or indirectly, or earned by somebody else and 
passed on to him without any effort on his part, as a gift or 
legacy.

The "earned income" if Secretary Mellon has his way with 


congress, will be taxed 25 per cent less than the unearned. 


This discrimination is likely to commend itself to any fair- 


minded person of either class, when he'has thought the mat- 
ter over. The proposal though a novelty in this country, is 
said to be common practice elsewhere. Added to the proposed 
-reduction in the normal tax rate, it would afford considerable 
relief, cutting the tax on people with moderate incomes 40 or

"Taking our own railroad, for ex- 


ample. 
In the last two years 25 in- 


dustries have either been discontinued 
or moved to points outside of New 
England, and 13 have transferred to 
other points within New England.

Maine territory.

"During the period of phenomenally 


rapid development 
of

our service for the benefit of the pub- 
lic and the automobile and railroad i 
dustries. 


There is no doubt that 
for very. 


short haulage of freight the motor is 
superior to the steam railroad. The 
terminal cost of railroad service is a 
most important item and 
when the 


haul is short the revenue is eaten up 
by the terminal costs. Freight moved 
over a steam railroad 
must, under 


present conditions, be unloaded from 
a vehicle to a station floor or direct 
to the car and this process is reversed 
when the freight reaches the other^ 
end of Its journey where it is placed irH 
a. vehicle which transports 
It to its 


final destination. It is obvious 
that 


when the- freight Is transported over 
the highway from the door of the ship 
per to the door of the consignee sev- 
eral rehandlings are eliminated. 


"As yet, railroad men 
on the one 


hand and truck men on the other—in- 
deed, railroad men among themselves 
and truck men

are not agreed as to what is meant by 
the term "short haul"; the economic 
range of the two agencies of transpor- 
tation has not yet been fully deter- 
mined but that will come in time with 
reasonable regulation and taxation. I 
think there is..no doubt that within a 
short radius of large cities, not to ex- 
ceed 20 miles," the railroad would bs 
financially better off if it could be re- 
lieved entirely of the handling of less 
than carload traffic 
if at 
the same 


time it could get rid of its overhead 
expense in the way of station main- 
tenance. But 
if the 
railroad must, 


keep Its stations running to take care 
of only a. part of the traffic, it natur- 
ally wants that part to be as large as 
possible.

question in my mind that when truck 
operators figure their costs In a mo.-e 
dependable manner than is being done 
today it will be found that the rail- 
road can more economically move a 
great deal of traffic that is now zoin;

A good trainer and a good driver 


seldom uses the word "whoa," but 
when he does use It he means for the 
horse to come absolutely to a stand- 
still. A horse "can understand 
that 


and will obey if taught. - Begin at the 
beginning to teach .him that if .he does 
not stop when he hears the commanc 
something painful and 
sudden wil 


happen. 


Do it instantly and with . firmness 


not with unnecessary severity, but 
with sufficient force to cause immedi- 
ate effect. 
That horse will never for- 


get the lesson. 
Never suffer him to 


lapse into disobedience. 


It is a comfort to drive a horse that 


knows enough to stop when command- 
ed, and lives are saved by that obedi- 
ence, too. 
Once rightly trained and 


afterwards 
Influenced 
to 
remain 


obedient, the horse obeys automati- j 
cally, stopping even -when 
severely 


frightened, stopping at "whoa" when 
automobiles or cars occasion fright; 


A horse needs further to be trained 


to remain standing still while the 
driver and his 
companion assemble 


themselves in the vehicle. He should 
stand at word and not offer to move 
until the word is given. 
This also is 


an easy thing to teach. That so few 
horses are thus taught is only evi- 
dence of the shiftlessness and inef- 


obey the word 


.j "whoa," it should be used with no 


other meaning than for absolute stop. 
If you wish to talk to your horse say 
"steady," or use some other word re-
